IN MYSTERY BREAK 


‘ Unexpected Drop Throws 


Wall Street Into Renew- 
ed Turmoil—Leading Is- 
sues Sag Badly.

New York, November 6.—(?)—An 
unexpected and somewhat mysterious 
break in stock prices, rivaling in ex- 
tent any heretofore recorded but lack- 
ing much of the hysteria of recent re- 
actions, threw Wall Street into tur- 
moil again today as it was struggling 
to get back on its feet after the wild 
sessions of the previous fortnight. 

Prices of many leading issues on the 
New York Stock Exchange dropped 
$10 to $30 a share, several of them 
falling below the low levels established 
in the spectacular decline, October, 29, 
with a sprinkling of inactive special- 
ties losing $31 to $100 a share. Sim- 
ilar dechines took place on the New 
York Curb Exchange. . First National 
Bank stock dropped $1,000 a share, 
being quoted at $5,000 bid, and most 
of the other New York bank and 
trust company shares fell $10 to $120 
a share. 

Ticker Far Behind. 

In accordance with a ruling an- 
nounced before the opening of Mon- 
day’s market, the stock exchange 
closed at 1 o'clock today instead of 
3 p. m., but the final quotation was 
not printed until one hour and 40 
minutes after the closing gong had 
sounded. Total sales for the three- 
hour session were 5,914,760 shares, 
which contrasts with 6,202,930 shares 
in the full five-hour session Monday. 
The stock exchange was closed yester- 
day, election day, a legal holiday in 
New York state. 

The market opened heavy as blocks 
of 5,000 to 25,000 shares were dumped 
at initial declines of $1 to $6 a share. 
Losses were gradually extended as the 
session progressed with trading order- 
ly until the last few minutes of °trad- 
ing when prices of several issues broke 
$1 to $5 between sales in a mad rush 
of selling. At no time was there any 
indication of a general rally, although 
a few stocks made moderate recovery 
on final sales. 

Street Puzzled. 

Wall Street was puzzled by this 
fresh influx of selling although numer- 
ous explanations were forthcoming 
during the day. The New York bank- 


ing group, headed by J. P. Morgan 
& Company, which was organized to 
assure an orderly market when the 
first bad break occurred October 24, 
held no meetings today.and issued no 
Statement. In many quarters the bulk 
of today’s selling was believed to rep- 
resent the liquidation of weakened 
speculative accounts which had been 
carried through the first break. Con- 
siderable selling also was attributed to 
disappointed traders who bought stocks 
on the rally last week or at the 
opening Monday in anticipation of a 
further rebound in prices. 

Two unfavorable business develop- 
ments, the sharp decrease on freight 
car loadings and the falling off in 
steel demand, which some observers 
construed as an indication that the 
recesssion in security prices had ex- 
tended to general business, also tend- 
ed to weaken confidence and influence 
liquidation by nervous investors and 
speculators.

A little parachute-jumping fox ter- 
rier belonging to R. Gray, manager 
of Candler field, Wednesday  after- 
noon experienced narrow escapes from 
death at Candler field, but today is 
apparently none the worse for the ad- 
venture. The tiny pet, which has its 
own exhibition type ‘chute, fashioned 
from purest silk, needs no coaxing to 
plunge from planes high in the air 
and apparently gets a big thrill out 


of the “death-defying leap.” 


Wednesday afternoon Mr. Gray, 
who plans to let his terrier make a 
jump us one of the features of the 
coming air meet here, decided to take 
him up and let him try out a new 
‘chute he had made for him in prep- 
aration for his debut before an as- 
sembled throng. With A. H. Cromer 
at the controls of a Curtiss Robin, 
the “two men and a dog” climbed 
to about 1,500 feet, from which point 
Mr. Gray attached a load of shot 
equivalent to the dog’s weight and 
let it go.

Mr. Gray repacked the parachute 
and made the trip aloft again.

into a clump of trees on a hillside. 
It burst into flames immediately, trap- 
ping three passengers and three of 
the crew. 

Prince Eugene Schaumberg-Lippe, 
a cousin of the former kaiser’ sis- 
ter, who was second pilot, escaped 
through the torn fuselage; Commander 
Glen Kidston, well-known racing driv- 
er, got out the same way. 
badly burned. ‘ 

The three passengers killed were 
G. P. Milne, of Calcutta; G. S. Gas- 
par, Sr., of London, and D. L. Jones, 
of Stockwell. 

Pilot Rod Schinka, 
rich and Wireless Operator 
also were killed. 

“We were trying to find our way 
back to Croydon which we had left 
about 25 minutes before,” Commander 
Kidston explained. 

“We crashed into the side of a 
hill. 
pilot had to pull the stick sharply 
back and once we only just cleared 
the treetops. 

“We struck with a terrific crash, 
the passengers being flung headlong 
the length of the fuselage. I saved 
myself by grabbing the side at the 
moment of the impact. I1 struggled 
free of the debris and crawled out 
through a hole in the fuselage to the 
ground. My coat was on fire and I 
rolled on the wet grass to put out 
the flames. ; 

“The fire was leaping as. high as 
the tree tops when I went back and 
tried to save the others. I could not 
approach the airplane on account of 
the intense heat.” 5 ; 

After having his injuries dressed. 
Commander Kidston returned to Croy- 
don, chartered another plane and went 
aloft for a ten-minute flight “to keep 
my nerve.” e was in a_ hospital 
tonight with his head_and shoulders 
swathed in bandages. His burns were 
\gevere.

Salaries of Fulton county employes 
in former fee offices will be cut 10 
per cent in 1930 under a resolution 
adopted Wednesday by the Fulton 
caunty commission. The wholesale 
reduction in salaries will save the 
county at least $50,000 during the 
year, according to Paul S. Etheridge 
chairman of the commission, who ine 
troduced the paper. 

The action of the commlsston was 
featured by an unsuccessful effort of 
Commissioner Edward H. Inman te 
reduce the salaries 20 per cent. Com 
missioner Inman’s proposed reductidle 


| was defeated four to one, other meme 


bers of the commission expressing th@ 
Opinion that the 10 per cent reduc 
tion will place the salaries on a lower 


scale than they have been for some 
years. 
Fix Salaries in Advance. 

The county’s annual pay roll is ap- 
$2,000,000, of which 
$500,000 goes to employes in depart- 
ments beaded by former fee officers, 
The law requires salaries in the for- 
mer fee officers’ departments to be 
fixed 30 days in advance of the new 
year while all other salaries are fixed 
at the first of the year. 

Chairman Etheridge said that there 
will be cuts in the salaries of eme 
ployes other than those onder fore 
mer fee officers, but that the reduoe 
tion probably will not be so general, 
as the bulk of the other employes 
are small salaried men. The public 
works, county police and other em- 
ployes far outnumber the employes 
in the former fee officer departments, 
and therefore the aggregate of their 
salaries is greater, Mr, Etheridge ex- 
plained.

FRINCE VON BADEN 
DES AT AGE OF 62 


Last Imperial Chancellor 
Under Monarch Passes 
After Collapse. 


Constance, Baden, Germany, No- 
vember 6—(4)—Prince Maximilian 
Von Baden, last imperial German 
chancellor, and heir to the Grand 
Duchy of Baden, died here today at 
5:45 a. m. He was 62 years old. 

Prince Maximilian had been ailing 
for a year from arterial trouble. About 
three weeks ago he had a: fall indoors 
and broke two ribs, necessitating re- 
moval from Salem castle, his home, to 
the municipal hospital, where his con- 
dition grew rapidly worse. 

His wife, Marie Louise, nee Duch- 
ess cf Brunswick-Lueneburg, a royal 
princess of Great Britain, was sum- 
moned to his bedside Saturday’ with 
their two children, 23-year-old Ber- 
chold and 26-year-old Marie Alexan- 
dra. The latter is married to Prince 
Wolfgang Von Hesse. 

He was unconscious then but Sun- 
day rallied and seemed better until 
last right when he collapsed. 


Prince Max, as he was more widely 
known, was called to the imperial 
chancellorship on October 5, 191 
coring the closing days of the World 

ar. 

At that post he negotiated with 
President Wilson and the allied lead- 
ers and the terms under which an 
armistice finally was granted, and he 
announced to the German people the 
abdication of the former kaiser. 

He sybsequently was subjected to 
attack By nationalist elements, which 
claimed, he had advised the kaiser 
falsely to flee Berlin and had with- 
drawn governmental support of the 


army. In July. 1919. when he left to 


feside temporarily in Switzerland it 


was said communists had threatened 
his life: other plots against his life 
subsequently were revealed. 

In his memoirs, published in 1927, 
he gave his version of the last days 
of the empire, charging the former 
kaiser told him it was necessary to 
leave Berlin at that critical period 
because his physicians had warned 
him of the danger of contracting in- 
fluenza. 

Later he found it exceedingly diffi- 
cult to get into communication with 
the emperor at all and related him 
the events which made his abdication 
necessary. 

He told also of his farewell to the 
socialist leader Ebert after he had 
refused his offer to be a regent. Prince 
Max said‘he started to leave the room 
but turned and said: 

“Herr Ebert, I confide the German 
empire to your care.”

President Sends Letter by 
Personal Messenger To 
Explain “Mistake” to 
Fellow Californian.

In a letter expressing “deep pain,” 
President Hoover explained today to 
Senator Johnson, of California, that 
his failure to receive an invitation to 
a White House dinner last night along 
with other members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee was 
“due entirely to a mistake.” 

While the capital seethed with gos- 
sip over the incident, Mr. Hoover pre- 
pared his-letter to his fellow Califor- 
it early this 
morning to him by Lawrence Richey. 
his personal secretary, instead of 
through the usual medium of a White 
House messenger. : 

“Under no circumstances would I 
have commented upon or discussed the 
incident,” Senator Johnson said upon 
receipt of the president's letter. “In 

t situation, of course, it is 
ended.” 

Conveys Regrets 

Things moved quickly as the morn- 
ing papers displayed the failure of 
Senator Johnson to be invited to the 
dinner given to Ambassador Dawes and 
Guggenheim. Senator Reed, of Penn- 
sylvania, one of the White House din- 
her guests, was an early caller at the 
executive offices. He conveyed to 
Senator Johnson the personal regrets 
of the president. The letter quickly 
followed. 

The letter of Mr. Hoover, which was

“My dear Mr. Senator: I was 
greatly distressed to learn from the 
press last night that you did not re- 
ceive an invitation to the dinner giv- 
en at the White House for Ambassa-

}committee, who were in the city or 
available, were invited. Directions to 
send out the invitations were given on 
Monday and in the hurried telephon- 
ing to senators and settlement of oth- 
er details an inadvertence occurred 
somewhere.” 

“I am most deeply pained that such 
an accident should have happened, 
with such an apparent lack of cour- 
tesy, and I hope you will accept my 
assurances that it was due entirely 
to a mistake which is most deeply 
regretted by all of us. 


“Yours faithfully, 
“HERBERT HOOVER.”

Pictures of Spoken Words 


MAY AID DEAF TO HEAR SPEAKERS 


Shown Electrical Society):

New York, November 6.—(/)—Pic- 
tures of spoken words were shown to 
the New York Electrical Society to- 
night and discussed as a new kind of 
possibility for enabling the deaf to 
hear conversation. 

These speech pictures were thrown 
on a canvas screen, where they liter- 
ally talked, by turning themselves 
back into speech.t The pictures were 
the sound track of a movie film, mag- 
nified with a stereopticon until the 
row of jagged shadows which repre- 
sents spoken sounds was as big as a 
line of icicles. As this row moved 
across the canvas the alternating 
lights and shadows penetrated a slit 
in the cloth and fell upon a mirror. 
Then they reflected to a photo electric 
cell and were turned into words. 

As the speech translation was in- 
stantaneous, the audience could see 
the shape of the shadows that made 
the sounds. In reading the shadows, 
said the demonstrator of the picture. 
John Bellamy Taylor, of the General 
Electric Company. lies a possibility of 
relief for the deaf. He warned, how- 
ever, that there is no early likelihood 
of this relief. 

Tonight, for 


example, when he 


wished to show the shape of speech, 
he had to stop the picture, turning 
it into a silent still. Even so, only 
the simplest vowel sounds could be 
exhibited. Nevertheless, Mr. Taylor 
said it is conceivable that methods 
can be devised of turning the moving 
shadows into a series of stills which 
the eye can see while speech goes on. 
Ordinarily the shadows move so fast 
that they are a blur. He said that 
although he knows of no one now able 
to read the words in these sound 
tracks, the key to shadow translation 
may yet be discovered. 

Mr. Taylor made the talking canvas 
do astonishing tricks. By changing 
the speed of the shadows the speak- 
er's voice became that of a seemingly 
different person. A sentence spoken 
by a man ranged all the way from a 
startling imitation of a pigs grunt 
up through intelligible speech in high- 
er and higher key as the speed in- 
creased, until it became an unintelligi- 
ble high-toned warble. But the man’s 
voice never became feminine. Wom- 
en’s voices, said Mr. Taylor undergo 
similar changes.

Van Duzer, who admitted that he 
had served a two-year term in the 
chaingang for robbery, was positively 
identified by three negroes who were 
customers in the store at the time of 
the holdup, and Stanley Patrick, of 
715 Fair street, S. W., white employe 
of the Gould grocery, as the one who 
killed Mrs. Gould when she screamed 
out for aid, Lieutenant Sturdivant 
said. Names of the’ witnesses were 
withheld. The three prisoners deny 
their guilt. 

According to witnesses of the killing 
the two negroes who entered the store, 
left a third negro man, at the wheel 
of a green sedan, and two negro wom- 
en in the rear of the machine.

firmament as outcomes from Tues- 
day’s elections. 

First was the splendid swinging 
back of Virginia into the democratic 
column; then, the great majority 
for Mayor Walker, the savagely at- 
tacked democratic mayor of Greater 
New York city; and the holding of 
democratic legislative control in 
Kentucky over a republican gover- 
nor; and the election of a demo- 
cratic mayor in Indianapolis, con- 
firming the conversion of the capi- 
tal of Indiana in the majority that 
last November elected a democratic 
congressman to replace a strong re- 
publican; and, again, the smashing 
election of a democratic mayor in 
the industrial city of Bridgeport, in 
Connecticut, the state of Senator 
Bingham, who erred so grievously 
in trying to serve his industrial con- 
Stituents as a tariff-maker. 

These results, among other signs, 
Signify a trend among the people 
away from blind following of repub- 
lican leadership and policies. They 
have looked with curious interest 
afd no little disgust upon #he sena- 
torial circus that is performing at 
the north end of the national capi- 
tol. They saw the house of repre- 
sentatives stage its autocratic big 
parade with the Hawley banditti 
tariff bill. Then they saw the sen- 
ate take it over and begin a show 
like that in a Ringling circus mon- 
key cage at feed time. Evidently 
the people are agreeing that the 
time is getting right for a change of 
program and actors. 

Looking upon the confused 
Wrangling that is going on in the 
senate over what should be a non- 
partisan business policy for the wel- 
fare of all"the people in all sections 
of the republic, the common citizen 
\is coming to wonder whether he 
did not make a lamentable mistake 
in changing the constitutional mode 
of constituting the national senate? 

‘Now a senator is not chosen to 
exemplify state pride, or political 
culture, or personal statesmanship, 
but is elected largely by factional 
elements who look most closely for 
personal and partisan advantages. 
Senators are coming more and more 
to be classified by blocs than by 
advocates of party sentiments and 
programs. Just now they are 
cathauling in the senate like second- 
hand dealers at a household auction. 

The only comfort we Georgians 
can draw from the unwhglesome 
Situation is that our Senators, Har- 
ris and George, have kept their 
heads and justified the wisdom of 
their selection to represent the 
democratic apd conservative senti- 
Ments of our people. 

But the signs point to a Strongly 
Stowing desire at large to Supplant 
the present heterogenous political 
‘Outfit at Washington with a new 
control by men of unselfish patri- 
otism, business ability and strict 
loyalty to the democratic principle 
of “equal rights and no special 
Privileges.”

The news of Virginia’s re-asser- 
tion of her indigenous democratic 
faith in the election of Tuesday has 
sent a thrill of gratification through 
all the democratic hosts of the 
nation.

The 
conference resolved to ask the gen- 
eral conference next year to require 
missionary bishops, of whom Bishop 
Cannon is the chief, to confine 
themselves personally and actively 
to their assigned foreign fields. That 
is a palpable resolution that they 
Should keep out of current state 
and national politics. 

The church people of Virginia, 
who so largely were led by Bishop 
Cannon last year, have repudiated 
his leadership this year. They, have 
had time and untold examples to 
convince them that a church goes 
into partisan politics to its own 
Severe loss. 

The truly religious citizen is re- 
pelled by a political preacher in the 


pulpit. He goes to church for holy 
inspirations and Spiritual comforts, 
and not to be harangued and told 
who and what to vote for at a com- 
ing election. 

It is much to be hoped that the 
Virginia election will lead the 
churches to get speedily and solidly 
back to their religious mission and 
principles, for the spirit of the age 
greatly needs the power of spiritual 
religion.

For in spite 
of lightning express trains and fast 
steamboats your Frenchman does not 
travel very extensively. If he goes on 
a summer jaunt he remains in France.

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A Good Probation Law Needed. 


Under the federal permissive law 
Judge Sibley has made humane and 
helpful use of his prerogative to put 
convicted persons on probation. The 
federal prisons are densely overcrowd- 
ed wtih prisoners and when an en- 
lightened and careful judge. sees hope 
that a convict will “quit his mean- 
ness” and live honorably ever after if 
granted probation for a first offense, 
the probation ought to be granted. It 
may work to the benefit of the cul- 
prit, and society, and the government 
economies.

The prisons should be for the 
vicious, the incorrigible the frequent 
offenders, the manifestly dangerous to 
the public security and the social 
order. - 

One serious thing that we need 
in our criminal’ court system in Geor- 
gia is a proper probation law. The 
one we have now is a farce. 

The judges of Georgia courts 
should be forbidden, under instant 
penalty of suspension by the governor 
until the meeting of the legislature, 
to sentence any person to imprison- 
ment and then suspend the sentence 
upon payment of fine and costs for 
the venefit of the fees of court of- 
ficials. That is a\clearly unconsti- 
tutional act, an invasion of the sole 
prerogative of the governor, and is 
damnable from every point of view. 
It is resulting in scattering unre- 
pentant and unfestrained criminals 
throughout the law-keeping population 
of the state.

Give the Judges Clean Authority. 

The next generel assembly should 
amend our laws so as to give our 
judges clean authority and discre- 
tion to impose probation upon all 
first offenders the facts in whose 
cases show that the offense was not 
committed viciously, maliciously, and 
in pursuit of an adopted criminal 
career. 

Every judge in Georgia whom I 
know has common sense enough, ex- 
perience with human nature enough, 
and humane feelings enough to know 
well how to discriminate in cases of 
conviction. 

It is cheaper, and more Christian, 
and more civilized to maintain super- 
vising probation officers in every 
county than it is to maintain full 
jails, guarded chaingangs and road- 
side prison camps. 

There are now in the chaingangs 
and state prisons about 60 per cent 
more persons than necessarily should 
be kept there for the safety of society. 
Doubtless 50 per cent of them could 
have been safely put upon probation 
when they were convicted, assuming 
they were not second or greater of- 
fenders. The modern penology stress- 
es strongly the objective of the ref- 
ormation of the criminal. Probation 
is the better inducement to a refor- 
mation than a prison term in associ- 
ation with hardened recidivists,

BETTER A BIMBO LATE THAN 
NEVER. 


There is a common notion that it/ 
jis as well for a woman never to have 


her first born at all if by ill luck 
she is getting along toward 40 when 
the bimbo arrives. This is a very 
false notion, like most of the super- 


stitions and obsessions asociated with 
the bearing of children. There may 
have been some slight ground for it 
a hundred years ago when women 
were old at 40 and no mistake. But 
today it is a libel on women, at least 
better educated women, 
are being better educated year by 
year, gradually, painfully, in spite of 
t.e narrov ideas and the smug ideals 
of the old fogies in the present educa- 
tional regime. Given average fortune 
and health, a woman at 40, who has 
had fair physical education, is or 
should be more capable of bearing 
and rearing children than ever before. 
So I say to all the sad old girls— 
they’re sad, but lovely girls, for all of 
that—all the sad old girls who worry 
about a marriage proposition, lest 
they’re a bit too old, forget it, say 
nothing about your age—nothing true 
--and book your man while he is in 
that soft and reckless mood. 

The risks or difficulties of child- 
birth for women at the acme of phy- 
sical growth and development have 
been greatly exaggerated, even by doc- 
tors who sometimes draw hasty or 
impulsive conclusions from unhappy 
c incidences. . 

Dr. Margaret Schulze, San Fran- 
cisco obstetrician, has finally explod- 
ed the superstition that the elderly 
—funny to think of a girl of 40 as 
“elderly,” but that’s what she is in 
folklore—woman is in for a bad time 
if her first baby arrives so late. The 
medical term for the woman bearing 
a first baby is “primipara.” In a 
series of 337 primiparous cases, all in 
women over 30, Dr. Schulze found 
that mother and child got along quite 
<s well as is the rule in general 
obstetrics. She observed particularly 
that in 20 per cent of elderly primi- 
paras childbirth was strikingly rapid 
and easy. 

So there. I take this means of 
warning all our old girl friends that 
it’s no use asking me for any sym- 
pathy. And I cite Dr. Schulze as 
the unassailable authority for my cold 
hearted attitude. I always did sus- 
pect that the older girls were looking 
for sympathy. What they wanted, I 
felt, was a nice, kind, indulgent guy, 
you know, a good scout to take ‘em 
in his arms, kiss ’em and soothe their 
unwarranted anxieties and fears. Yes, 
and I’ve often thought—but no, I 
have my arms full at home, so I must 
fizmly but gently decline to provide 
this sympathy in a whoiesale fashion. 
But I am happy to mention it here, 
and I hope there are enough of the 
guys I describe to go around and stop 
all the nicer older girls from fret- 
ting. 

Not to minimize the seriousness of 
the matter, I must mention that 
among the 337 primiparas ranging 
from 30 to 45 years of age, 177 had 
snontaneous natural’ deliveries, and 
121 had oferative deliveries, 99 of 
them being by aid of forceps, and 30 
by Caesarian section. These may seem 
large figures for operative interfer- 
enc , but not nowadays. Give an am- 
bitious doctor a fairly vigorous pa- 
tient, a handy operating room and ef- 
ficient nurse and technical assistance, 
and he is likely to start a Caesarian 
section on you on general principles, 
even though you have just called to 
get him to address your mothers’ club.

The case against W. Clifton Carson, 
who is charged with larceny after 
trust of $1,500 from Mrs. Ida T. Rob- 
erts, of Marietta, will probably be 
in the hands of a jurw in Judge G.

The Interstate Commerce Comnuiission

not unreasonable in that they exceeded 
the corresponding rates in effect to 
and from Norfolk. 

The complaint was filed by the city 


of Newport News and the Norfolk- 
Portsmouth Freight Traffic Associa- 
tion intervened in opposition. The 
Chesapeake and QOhio supported the 
complaint. 

In making its decision the commis- 
sion ordered other railroads serving 
that territory to discontinue charging 
rates between Newport News and the 
prescribed points in the south in ex- 
cess of the rates maintained on simi- 
lar traffic between Norfolk and the 
same points. It was further ordered 
that the roads publish within 30 days 
new rates for Newport News.

ABOLITION OF ZONING 
SYSTEM 15 FAVORED

West Baden, Ind., November 6.— 
Many more expressions about radio 
conditions throughout the country and 
about the way broadcasting is being 
administered by the federal radio com- 
mission were voiced today at the an- 
nual meeting here of the National 
Association of Broadcasters than are 
contained in the resolutions that were 
passed, 

The formal resolutions urged, chief- 
ly, that congress abolish the zone sys- 
tem and with it the Davis equaliza- 
tion amendment, that a permanent 
commission be established over radio, 
that station licenses be extended to 
one vear and that other changes be 
made to regularize and stabilize the 
broadcasting industry. 

Most of the ’ broadcasting station 
operators agreed at one of the sessions 
that radio listeners are making rela- 
tively few complaints, except in cer- 
tain areas, because they are satisfied 
with reception conditions in general. 
Remedy the “bad spots” and much of 
the discussion about radio conditions 
will be quieted, they said. 

Many of them, including operators 
of high and medium .powered stations, 
agreed that they would be quite satis- 
fied if they could be assured that 
their stations would consistently serve 
a radius of about 50 miles. 

Nevertheless, it was the consensus 
that high power and cleared channels 
were matters of administrative rather 
than legislative consideration. High 
power, several broadcasters stated, is 
needed in some parts of the country 
and not in others, notably along the 
seaboard where half the service range 
is an expanse of ocean. Cleared chan- 
nels should be set aside, they said, 
only if it becomes plain that but one 
station can operate on a particular 
channel without interference. 

Even the operators of stations which 
drew exclusive cleared channels out 
of the reallocation “grab bag’’ of a 
year ago were critical of the amend- 
ment to the radio act which requires 
equalization of wave lengths, power 
and hours of operation among five 
zones of varying areas and among 
states within these zones in propor- 
tion to population. Some of the views 
expressed were highly critical of the 
federal radio commission although the 
limitations upon that body were rec- 
ognized.

CALL ON PEOPLE OF NATION TO GIVE THANKS - :: 


Pres. Hoover 


Washington, November 6.—()— 
The American people were asked to 
give thanks for blessings bestowed 
upon them during the last year in a 
Thanksgiving proclamation issued to- 


day by President Hoover. 

In the first document of this kind 
he has issued, the president said as 
surances of peace at home and abroad 
had been strengthened, that the har- 
vest had been abundant and that both 
capital and labor had enjoyed “an ex- 
ceptional prosperity.” 

The proclamation set November 28 
as the day of thanksgiving. The text 
follows: 

By the president of the United 
States of America 

A proclamation: 

“At thi8 season of the year, when 
the harvest has been gathered in, the 
thoughts of our forefathers turned to- 
ward God with thanksgiving for the 
blessings of plenty and _ provision 
against the needs of winter. They came 
by custom to look to the chief magis- 
trate to set apart a day of prayer and 
praise, whereon their thanks as a 
united people might be given with one 
voice in unison. God has_ greatly 
blessed us as a nation in the year 
now drawing to a close. The earth 
has yielded an abundant harvest in 
most parts of our country. The fruits 
of industry have been of unexample 
quantity and value. Both capital and 
labor have enjoyed an _ exceptional 
prosperity. 

“Assurances of peace, at home and 
abroad, have been strengthened and 
enlarged. Progress has been made in 
provision against preventable disasters 
from flood and pestilence. Enlighten-

Report 


By H. J. Stegeman, 

Director Athletics, University Georgia, and Member of Rules Committee. 

When newspaper reports of the findings of the Carnegie Foundation 
first appeared, there followed a great deal of lightweight comment. 
first impression of the report, as interpreted on the sport pages of the 
country, concurred with the general idea that a great deal of time and 
money had been spent that might have been utilized to better advantage. 
Since the foundation has for its sole purpose the advancement of teaching, 


it was hard to find any logic in the 
letic administration. 


Since that time I have had occasion * 


to read the entire report, a volumi- 
nous issue of some 400 pages. Since 
this reading I have changed my mind, 
and have come to the conclusion that 
the first impressions of nearly every 
one were based on a wrong premise. 
The entire study,‘as reported by the 
Carnegie Foundation, covers the entire 
field of college athletics, The impres- 
sion that every one had, judging trom 
the general comment, was that the 
foundation had been conducting an in- 
vestigation on the amateur status of 
college athletes. This problem forms 
but a small part of the whole, and not 
at all the most important. All sport 
pages carried stories on this single 
chapter, and gave every one the idea 
that that was all there was to the 
report. 
SXHAUSTIVE STUDY. 


The report. known as Bulletin No. 
of the Carnegie Foundation for 
the Advancement of Teaching, is in 


reality a most exhaustive study of the}

ful conditions. The case of the South- 
ern Conference, in demanding faculty 
control of athletics, and in passing 
the non-migratory rule, is a good ex- 
ample of ambitions in the right direc- 
tion. The problem of full faculty con- 
trol has not yet been solved in many 
of the Southern Conference institu- 
tions, as the Carnegie reports shows. 
but the solution is merely a matter of 
time, patience and education. 


NO PANACEA. 


The Carneige report does not offer 
a panacea for the athletic ills of the 
nation. It merely presents the prob- 
lem as it stands today. The search- 
ing study of conditions is certain to 
bring forth the most careful thought 
from the men who are responsible for 
the academic problems of the universi- 
ties of the country. There has been 
too much of a desire and willingness 


on the part of the presidents of uni- 
versities to pass the athletic problems | 
on to other members of their -facul- 
ties. The Carnegie report. if it does 
nothing more, will most certainly 
bring the whole matter of administra- 
tion of athleties squarely before the 
heads of institutions. 

I am firmly convinced that the 
whole study was conducted in a scien- 
tific manner. Errors of course are 
bound to happen when such a maze of 
detailed reports has to be sifted out. 
But on the whole, the bulletin is a 
good cross section of American college 
athletics, and the result of the inves- 
tigation is certain to be beneficial. 


MUCH HUMOR.

New York, November 6—?)}—The 
merger of the Nationa] City Bank 
with the Corn Exchange Bank Trust 
Company, scheduled for National City 
stockholders’ approval tomorrow, will 
be deferred, probably, pending stabili- 
zation of the market in bank stocks. 
it was reliably reported today, as 
several large stockholders indicated 
their disapproval of the consumma- 
tion of the plan at this time on the 
basis proposed. 

City bank officials declined to dis- 
cuss the matter, not wishing to be 
placed in a position of endeavoring 
to influence stockholders. It was 
stated in circles close to the bank. 
however, that various unsettling ru- 
mors regarding the probable abandon- 
ment of the plan were groundless. It 
was pointed out that nothing has 
happened to impair the strong posi- 
tion of both banks, and that the im- 
provement in the credit situation with 
the wholesale- liquidation’ of brokers’ 
loans had in a measure improved 
banking conditions in Wall Street. 

Large stockholders of City Bank 
indicated that completion of the plan 
at this time, on the basis of bank 
stock prices a month ago, would be 
unbusinesslike.

The steady decline in the price ot 
tin which has been going on now 
without much interruption for almost 
three years and the recent attempt to 


form an association of producers for 
the purpose of stabilizing prices, make 
it of interest to censider the present 
position and the near-time outlook in 
this metal. 

The present price is admittedly be- 
low cost of production for the average 
producer. We doubt, however. whether 
much can be done by: a combination. 
It is common economic experience that 
the low-cost producer will insist upon 
operating at capacity as long as he 
can gain by so doing, with the result 
that stability or higher prices are 
not achieved until there has been a | 
considerable elimination of the less 
efficient units in the industry. 

The demand for metals depends a 
good deal on the position of genera! 
business. Here the immediate outlook 
is for a further decline particularly 
in the automobile industry, which is 
one of the largest users of tin. Even- 
tually we may expect a turn in this 
trend together with-further recovery 
in Europe, which should create a de- 
mand that may set new records of 
consumption. but for the time being 
increased .supplies and lessened de 
mand do not form a very good basis 
on which to stage a campaign for 
higher prices. 

When there are signs that a turn 
in business is impending, there should 


be good opportunities for investing in 
tin shares, as it may well be that 
the ensuing period of rising prices 
will result in unusual prosperity to | 
producers that are able to weather 
the present depression. 

Such a period may not be very far 
off, inasmuch as it is expected that 
the peak of production will be reached 
within a few years, and the conditions 
which have brought about the current 
decline in the genera] business are 
such that it seems likely that. the re- 
action will be of only moderate extent 
rather than a long drawn out period 
of hard times.
